The 
complaint sets forth circumstances of a beating which the employee alleges 
was inflicted upon him by two individuals whom he accuses of bring engaged 
in espionage activities for the Soviets. 

2. After consultation with Adrian R. Belenko. CH 31ref erred the 

employee to the police. In accordance with ^ [ request we have run 

traces at Munich Base on the individuals accused or oexng spies for the 
Soviets and we find that the only information we have has to do with a 
postcard which one of the individuals received from a friend of his who was 
vacationing in the CSR at the time. According to our records the friend 
appears to be pro-communist.
